Sitting ona Jury. 

Probably not one duty which the citizen owes 
tothe public is more irksome and universally 
dreaded by business men, and those whose bet- 
ter intelligence and energy have surrounded 
them with complicated and pressing calls uj oo 
their time and attention, than sitting on a jury. 
To te called from their store or their desk aud 
tied up to the dull routine of the court and the 
jury room for a week or more at a time, to be 
diverted from concerns and affairs that interest 
them, to displeasing and distasteful investiga- 
tion of cases of a criminal nature, to be bored 
by tonguey lawyers, bothered by stupid witnes- 
ses, perhaps shut up with “eleven contrary 
men” for half the night at a time, to eat hasty 
meals at hotels, herded with strange acquaiat- 
ances under the eye of a bailiff, and pass hours 
under a lock and key asif a culprit yourselt 
instead of “a good and true man sworn to well 
aud truly culprits try,” there is no wonder that 
no concatenation of ordinary circumstences is 
more dreaded, sbunned and shirked by the vig 
oreus, hale, and successful man of business, 
than the jury room and the juror’s bench. 

It has come to be generally understood that 
this is the case. The Board of Trade would 
scatter like a flock of sheep before a wolf were 
‘it to be understood by them that a Sheriff's 
officer with a venire was bearing down upon 
them. Scores of merchants who would scorn 
to do a dishonorable act as regards public dt tives, 
who without being Pharisees “ pay tithes of all 
they possess” and never dodge the collector, 
would make special journeys to New York to 
purchase by such an absence exemption from 
jury lists. 

While there may be reasons amounting to a 
cause, not, full apology for all this disincliva- 
tion, a most serious evil had grown out of it in 
our city. So potent was the influence of the 
smiles and favor won by the officers of the 
Court among our better citizens for being 
“ good fellows” aud passing them by, and so 
multiform the excuses and loopholes out of 
which well fed and wealthy merchants crept out 
of the irksome task, that the nuisance of “ pro- 
fessional jurors” rose and ran rampant. 

The Court House was overrun at each term 
of Court by lean, buogry-faced, seedy men, all 
too willing, for the petty fees, to sit day after 
day, aud term after term, dozing on the bench- 
es of the Court Room, eager, and hke Barkis, 
“willin’” to form a part of each panel. 

Recorder Wilson, a few terms since, it will 
be remembered, took a very stiff broom to the 
extinction of these professional jurymen, and 
since that time each term has seen a better class 
of men drawn and empannelled in this and our 
other courts. The reluctance of our men of 
business to sit on juries has been met and over- 
come by a firm and decided position and rule on 
the part of our Courts. 

Aud thisis right. If trial by jury be worth 
anything, it is only in the hands of citizens who, 
knowing and acting well for their own honor- 
able interests, yield a share of their time and 
futelligence for the geod of the public in the 
unportant behests of public justice. We have 
been led to what we have written by the follow- 
ing seene in the Recorder's Court yesterday, 
which we find done justice to in the Evening 
Journal as follows : ,

Prison. As this ia a fine loosing jury, I want 
to keep you, sir. I Shall therefore fine you the 
very reasonable amount of $10.

The Home for the Friendless, 
About one year since, the Board of Managers 
of this Institution made an appeal to a humane 
and Christian public, for the means of opening 
a home for the many hundreds of destitute, de- 
serving women and children, who had none; 
and, who were constantly exposed not only to 
much privation and suffering, but also to tempt- 
ation, crime and ruin. 

To this call a noble response was received 
from many friends of the project, both in the 
city and country. The Home was opened for 
the reception of visitors on the 20th of August, 
1858. Since thet time more than three huadred 
and fifty have been received. More than eighty 
of these were worthy women, mostly widows 
with children, whom poverty, a want of em- 
ployment, and worst of all, a want of friends, 
conspire to make the most worthy objects of 
charity. Of the children, sixty-one have after 
a time, been returned to their parents, whose 
improved habits of life or circumstances have 
made them suitable guardians of their own 
children. 
A few unmanageable boys have been sent to 
the Reform School, while about two hundred 
and fifty have been provided wit h homes, mostly 
in the country. Nearly all the children sent to 
country homes have been adopted, and received 
to the ms and warm sympathies of Chris- 
tian families. Many scores of these children 
were picked up on the streets by policemen or 
Christian visitors, in utter abandonment, desti- 
tution, rags and filth; and, after being washed, 
dressed and gladdened, and made to forget 
their hard lots, have been ado by some of 
the best families in the Northwest; and are 
‘now blooming and singing among the prairie 
birds and flowers, as happy as the one and as 
beautiful as the other. 
One vile mother surrendered ber three little 

children to the Home, in a condition so 
by ditt, rags, and utter neglect, that one could 
hardly guess anything of them except that 
they were human. After being trans y 
combs, shears, soap, water, clothes, smiles and 
kind words, they were found jo be little 
beauties—ao beautiful, indeed, that when their 
wretched mother came to sce them, she scarcely 
recognized them, and could not believe that her 
children were so pretty. Too me, in- 
_ deed, she thought, to give away, aud was de- 

termined to anoub the contract by which she 
lost them. But they are upon the prairies of 
Iowa, in homes as beautifal@s their own smil- 


nother of our little inmates te!ls the follow- 
ing sad tale: At three years of age she was 
given away by ber worth'ess mother to a farm-

With every let-up in the stringency of 
the money-market, and every fall in the price 
of exchange, comes a supplication from the 
is Banks, that they may not be harshly 

alt with. Last week, when Eastern bills 
“were scarce at two per cent. premium, the 

bankers had a storm of curses visited upon 
their heads; but when the same bills were 
plenty at one and-a-half per cent., the cry for 


Illi 


mercy was heeded by every man on the street; 


and if a vote had been taken on Water and 


Lake streets, yesterday, at the close of bank- 
hours, a majority would have said that the 
bankers were pretty clever fellows, and that 
their banks were not such bad institutions 
after all. It is this periodical relenting of the 
business community, this eternal hoping that 
the worst is past, and that the good day 
a-coming has dawned at last, that gives the 
banks the unblushing assurance with which 
they first cajole, then laugh at, and all the 
time bleed the public. 

Our readers know that we are for stringent 
measures; that we regard the Illinois banks, 
with their i Currency. a8 a pasitive 

cuir to usiness community; and that 
the best interests of the West demand that 
they should be made to pay specie—pay gold 
in rouleau on such sums as may be presented, 
without higgling or_hesitation—or shut up 
shop without delay. “But if the business pub- 
lic fall into, the ofd error of supposing that 
one swallow makes summer,—that a fall 
of exchange to-day is u guaranty that it 
will pot rise to-morrow—that the payment 
over a bauk counter of a thousand dollars in 
gold coin, last weck, is an insurance against 
the meanness of counting out American quar- 
tors at the rate of three hundred dollars a day, 
next week—we, unsupported and single- 
handed, must give up the fight. We do not 
change our opinions of the iniquity of banking 
as at present practised, or of the necessity of a 
radical reform; but we know not why we 
should butt our heads against a stone-wall, in 
the interest of the men who stand off at a dis- 
tance, and laugh to see the hair and pebbles 
fly. We loek beyond the present hour, and 
see that the abatement of the ruinous rates is 
but temporary after all; that as soon as the 
ice shuts up the lakes and canals, the ex- 
tortions of 1857-8 will be practised again. 
At this moment, when we are sending off to 
tide-water unprecedented quantitiés of grain, 
and when bankers may have their choice of 
cargoes.against which to draw their bills, the 
popularity of the banks advances as the price 
of exchange recedes. But this smiling aspect 
of affairs will be of short duration. The men 
who are thus felicitating themselves that their 
business with Eastern jobbers may be done at 
living ratea, and who decline to enter into any 
arrangement for a permanent improvement of 
the banking system, by the compulsory enforce- 
ment of sound principles, will, next winter, 
when Arte to jive per cent. is considered a 
moderate premium for the privilege of paying 
their debts, repent their folly. We urge that 
the Chicago merchants shall act in concert— 
and now; that the bankers who are not re- 
sponsible for these issues of rags which are 
worth two per cent, less than their nominal 
‘value, shall assist them; that Illinois money 
shall be received only at its worth on deposit 
or for payments, and that the losses conse- 
queng upon the circulation of the depreciated 
stuff shall be thrown back upon those who bor- 
row it. Then we shall have reform. But if

From Gilman, on the Chicago Branch of 
the III. Central, the present terminus of the P. 
& 0. (E. E.) to Logansport, is 86 miles. West- 
ward to Peoria, 80 miles; thence to Galesburg, 
33 miles; thence to Burlington, 42 miles. The 
Burliogton & Missouri R. R. is open to Ottum- 
wa, 75 miles. It will be perceived that on the 
opening of the new road it will naturally claim 
aheavy direct Eastern and Western trade, and 
draw a large traffic from the central portions of 
the State that now seeks an outlet by the more 
southern routes—being from 65 to 80 miles 
shorter than those now in operation. The grad- 
ing is completed nearly the whole distance and 
the bridges are in an advanced state of progress. 
The iron is purchased and nearly all delivered. 
One fourth of the track is laid. To-day, track- 
laying commenced at this place. The whole 
line is a scene of activity. It is asserted that 
ihe work will be completed in sixty days, and 
there is no apparent reason why it should not 
be soonjaccomplished. After making all due

The extremity of this 
wonderfully rich agricultural region hos been 
pearly reached by the two great natural water 
commupieations of the continent (the Lakes end 
the Missiasippi), and as these form the cheapest 
routes for the conveyance of the ponderous or 
bulky products of that region, the course of 
commerce would have been by their 
relative advantages, if it had not been for the 
home affiliations and greater energy of those in- 
terested inthe northern route, There with sev- 
eral natural advantages, have enabled the north- 
ern lines of commerce to drain nearly the whole 
of the trade east of the Mississippi. 

The Missouri delta (embraemg Northern Mis. 
uri, Iowa, Minnesota, and some portions of 
Kansas and Nebraska) is as fertile, and in sev- 
eral respects a more desirable district than an 

ual amount of territory lying immediately 
east of the Mississippi. It is claimed as natu- 
rally tributary to Hace of commerce leading 
easiward, and it is believed that it will become 
so whenever the proper and necessary commu- 
nications are made, ; 

The Mississippi River forms a barrier to all of 
these lines of commerce, and so long as the 
agricultural products of that delta are subjected 
to the delay, expense and damage of transbip- 
ment and ferriage, at a point where the cost of 
carriage to an Eastern or Southern market is 
nearly the same, so long will the latter enjoy 
the monopoly of this trade. The Atlantic cities 
‘Portland, Boston, New York, Philadelpbia and 
Baltimore,) are equally and largely interested in 
this question. A large portion of the trade of 
three great States, is to find is market east or 
south, as the question of bridging the Missis- 
sippi is determined. 

The character of the navigation of different 
portions of the Mississippi requires three classes 
of vessels. Those from St. Lou s and Louisville 
running southerly being of the largest class; a 
smaller class is required between St. Louis aud 
the Demoine rapids ; a still smaller class be- 
tween the Demoine and Rock Island rapids, 
while above the latter and to St. Paul, a larger 
class is best adapted to the navigation. In 
times of high water, the second class can navi- 
gate the whole river between St. Louis and St. 
Paul, and at other times a considerable portion 
of the trade is carried between these places by 
a claes of vessels which can pass the rapids. 

Before the extension cf the railways from the 
East to the Mississippi, St. Louis enjoyed a 
monopoly of the trade of both sides of the river 
above it. Its early settlement, its monopoly of 
the Fur and Indian trade, and subsequeutly of 
the trade of the Upper Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers, gave to this city a start and importance, 
which has admitted of no rivalship. The com- 
pletion of the Eastern railways to the banks of 
the Mississippi, at once drew off from St. Louis 
an amount of trade which alarmed ber mer- 
chants and citizens, and when so many of these 
railways were commenced on the western side 
of the river, and began to demand better con- 
nections with their Kasten allies, St. Louis be- 
came thoroughly alarmed, and determined to 
retain at least this portion of her former trade, 
not only by extending her system of railways 
into the disputed territory, but also by throw- 
ing every impediment in the way of those roads 
which would divert any portion of this trade to 
other markets. 

The sagacity and energy of the managers of 
the Rock Island Road induced them to enter 
upon the constraction of a Railway Bridge 
across the Mississippi as soon as their own road 
was completed to the River, and it was fortan- 
ate for tem that by an early and expeditions 
movement they anticipated the action of the 
St. Louis people, and now occupy the vantage 
ground of defending a completed Bridge, the 
commercial benefits and necessities of which 
are spparent, against the efforts of a rival in- 
terest. 

The Rock Island Bridge is the pioneer case 
in this controversy between the laud and water 
routes. It is claimed that the law of the land 
gives pre-eminent rigbes to the latter, and that 
the former mus sield to these. It is believed 
that the Hurts will decide, if they have not al- 
ecady done so, that this claim is not supported 
by the present laws, but if their decision should 
be otherwise, the final settlement of the ques- 
tion upon fair, equitable principles cannot be a 
matter of doubt. 

In this country, at least, this class of laws is 
but the expression of the people upon their rel- 
ative rights and duties, and the duty of the 
eccurts is only to declare their application and 
enforce obedience thereto. As now constitu- 
ted the courts are exceedingly copeervative, and 
their decisions are so largely governed by pree- 
edent that they never or rarely originate pew 
principles, such as influence men in other rela- 
tions; and while they are always a little behind 
the spirit of the age, yet the history of the law 
duriog the last few hundred years shows almost 
as great progress, and in most respects con- 
formity to this spirit, as that of any of the sci- 
ences.

A quarter of a century since, the navigable 
water courses of — wd were by far the 
most important, anf in many cases the only 
large channels of commerce. Ali of the laws of 
preceding ages had been constructed for the 
protection, and these laws still remain upon 
their statute books, and greatly influence the 
courts in all the decisions relating thereto. 

During this last quarter of a century, a new 
mode of transport has been developed, which | 
has taken from inland water courses, nearly and 
in many cases the whole of the passenger trans- 
port, a large portion of the goods traffic, and 
a —_ portion even of the heavy articles of 
transport. 

The legislation of the country could not be 
expected to keep up with the rapid develop- 
ment of railways, and the numerous and im- 
portant changes which they bave produced in 
commercial relations. Although the statement, 
it is too stupendous and bas been too suddenly 
produced, and attention has too recently been 
called to it, to permit the importatce of the fact 
to be generally realized, viz: that more than 
one twentieth of the wealth of the country has 
been’ invested in railways, and more than one 
twentiteh of the population are almost directly 


precedents, and if they were now called upon
